Report  for  Year  ending 
31st  December,  1905. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting-  for  your  consideration  my  sixth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  this  district. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  of  an  uneventful  character,  chiefly 
notable  for  the  lowest  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  any 
year  of  which  I  have  records.  Early  in  1905  there  was  an  extensive 
epidemic  of  measles,  resulting  in  over  1,000  cases,  with  nine  deaths,  on 
which  I  made  a  full  report  on  the  26th  May  last,  and  to  which  1  shall 
refer  later. 

One  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held,  an  adjourned 
Inquiry  on  the  Sewerage  of  Painswick. 

Memoranda  on  the  following  subjects  have  been  received  during 
the  year  from  the  Local  Government  Board. 

1.  On  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts,  1890-1903, 
including  a  new  Order  under  Sect.  8  of  the  Act  of  1903.

A  full  description  of  the  general  conditions  of  the  District  was  given 
in  my  Report  for  1900.  Its  character  is  very  varied— physiographically 
and  geologically— all  the  structures  from  the  Lower  Lias  to  the  Greater 
Oolite  being  exposed  in  various  parts  of  the  district  :  the  chief  water 
bearing  strata  are  the  Fuller’s  Earth,  Upper  Lias  Clay  and  Lower  Lias 
Clay. 


Housing. 


The  Building-  Bye  Laws,  under  which  plans  of  all  new  buildings 
have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  have  now  been  in  force  two  years. 
The  numbers  of  plans  submitted  and  new  houses  completed  in  each 
parish,  have  been  kindly  handed  to  me  by  Mr.  Haynes,  the  Surveyor  to 
the  Council,  and  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table  (Table  A)  together 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1904.  There  was  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses,  chiefly  in  Rodborough  and 
Stonehouse  Civil  Parishes.

In  connection  with  these  Building  Bye  Laws,  a  conference  of  builders 
was  called  by  a  special  Committee  of  the  Council  on  the  25th  March. 
It  was  stated  at  this  conference  that  the  builders  generally  approved  of 
the  Bye  Laws  in  their  present  form,  but  that  the  Bye  Law  dealing  with 
concreting  the  sites  of  new  buildings  should  be  absolute.  They  were  of 
opinion  that  in  all  cases  the  whole  site  should  be  covered  with  4  inches 
(instead  of  6  inches)  of  concrete,  and  that  the  proportion  of  cement  to 
gravel  should  be  1  to  5.  The  Bye  Laws  were  further  considered  by  the 
Council,  and  on  the  24th  November  a  special  Committee  recommended 
that  they  should  be  altered  in  the  following  respects. 

Bye  Law  No.  3— Omit  excepting  words,  i.  e. ,  make  concreting  of  site 

applicable  in  all  cases. 
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Bye  Law  No.  9 — The  window  space  to  be  one-fourteenth  the  floor  area 

instead  of  one-tenth. 

,,  , ,  31 — Privy  vaults  to  be  allowed  at  a  minimum  distance  of 

30  feet  from  a  dwelling  house. 

, ,  , ,  44 — The  block  plan  to  be  of  a  scale  of  1  in  625  (4  times 

the  ordnance  maps),  and  in  the  case  of  groups  of 
similar  houses,  only  one  detail  plan  to  be  submitted. 

It  should,  however,  be  recognized  that  the  ratio  of  window  space  to 
floor  area  above  suggested  (1-14)  is  small,  and  that  rooms  with  this 
minimum  limit  of  window  are  not  sufficiently  lighted.  Further,  with 
regard  to  privy  vaults,  medical  officers  of  health  are  unanimous  in  their 
condemnation,  and  the  Bye  Law  as  suggested  may  lead  to  difficulty  in 
the  erection  of  houses  on  adjoining  sites.  It  would  appear  from  the 
returns  throughout  the  County  that  about  20%  of  the  notices  served  by 
Sanitary  Inspectors  in  Rural  District  are  occasioned  by  nuisances  from 
privy  vaults  and  the  necessity  of  getting  them  emptied. 

A  group  of  four  houses,  known  as  Mortimer’s  Row,  Stonehouse,  was 
condemned  under  Sect.  32,  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
and  notice  served  on  the  Trustees  in  May,  but  up  to  the  present  no 
action  has  been  taken  by  them. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1903,  houses  unfit 
for  human  habitation  can  be  dealt  with  more  expeditiously  and  effectually 
than  under  the  Act  of  1890,  in  that  “if  in  the  opinion  of  the  local 
“  authority  any  dwelling-house  is  not  reasonably  capable  of  being  made 
“fit  for  human  habitation,  or  is  in  such  a  state  that  the  occupation 
“thereof  should  be  immediately  discontinued,  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
“  before  obtaining  a  closing  order  to  serve  a  notice  on  the  owner  or 
“  occupier  of  the  premises  to  abate  the  nuisance.”  Thus  in  urgent  cases 
considerable  delay  can  now  be  avoided. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Five  of  the  seventeen  parishes  in  the  district  have  now  been  provided 
with  an  efficient  system  of  sewers — Stonehouse,  Cainscross,  Thrupp, 
Rodborough  and  Woodchester.  The  Woodchester  section  is,  however, 
as  yet  incomplete,  owing  to  the  enlarging  of  the  main  intercepting  sewer 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  arrangement  with  the  Nailsworth  Urban 
District. 

Mr.  H.  Ross  Hooper,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
held  an  adjourned  inquiry  at  Painswick,  on  the  17th  October,  when  the 
Ecclesiastical  Parish  was  proposed  as  the  Special  Area.  The  site  for 
the  disposal  works  (tanks  and  filters)  now  suggested  is  rather  higher  up 
the  valley,  eleven  houses  less  being  taken  in  the  new  scheme.  The 
execution  of  the  work  awaits  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

During  the  summer  attention  was  drawn  to  nuisance  caused  by 
smells  from  the  road  gullies  on  the  street  drains  in  Bisley,  and  the 
question  of  trapping  them  was  considered  by  the  Council.  As,  however, 
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from  a  report  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  15  of  the  21  gullies  we 
on  main  roads,  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  County  Council  if  they  would 
do  this  part  of  the  work.  Up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has  been  done 
in  the  matter. 

In  April  the  Cainscross  Parochial  Committee  asked  the  sanction  of 
the  District  Council  for  the  emptying  by  the  Parochial  Committe  of  the 
privy  vaults  and  cesspools  of  houses  in  the  special  drainage  area  which 
cannot  be  served  by  the  main  sewers.  I  suggested  when  this  matter 
was  discussed  in  connection  with  Rodborough  that,  to  encourage  the 
abolition  of  unsatisfactory  privies,  those  privies  which  were  in  accordance 
with  the  building  bye  laws  should  alone  be  cleared  by  the  authority. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  existing  in  this  district 
since  the  date  of  my  last  report.  I  can  only  repeat  that  some  system  of 
collection  is  wanted,  more  particularly  in  Painswick,  Rodborough  and 
Woodchester. 


Rivers’  Pollution. 

One  step  towards  the  cleaning  of  brooks  has  been  made  in  the  four 
systems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  atThrupp,  Woodchester, 
Rodborough  and  Cainscross.  Further  work  in  this  direction  is  a  matter 
I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration. 

Water  Supply. 

Though  the  rainfall  for  the  year  was  below  the  average  no  special 
shortness  of  supplies  came  to  my  knowledge.  The  question  of  the 
water  supply  of  Whiteshill,  however,  is  shown  to  be  serious  by  the  one 
fact  that  the  well  (an  old  one  cleared  and  restored)  on  which  a  water 
certificate  under  Sect.  6  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878  was  granted 
for  four  houses  in  August,  1904 — ran  dry  within  a  few  months.  The 
school  in  this  parish  is  dependent  on  rain-water,  and  many  of  the 
inhabitants  have  to  go  long  distances  for  their  water,  and  carry  it  up  hill. 
This  parish  is  one  of  those  within  the  limits  of  supply  of  the  Water 
Company. 

Other  parishes  which  have  previously  been  reported  as  being  in  need 
of  a  proper  water  supply  are  Woodchester,  Rodborough  and  Horsley. 
On  the  17th  February,  1905,  the  Council  gave  the  Company  six  months’ 
notice  under  Sect.  52  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1878,  with  respect  to 
Woodchester  and  Rodborough,  and  Woodchester  now  has  the  mains  of 
the  Water  Company  available,  38  houses  being  connected  during  the 
year.  The  Water  Company  have  also  extended  their  mains  in 
Rodborough  Parish,  and  will  shortly  have  them  supplied  directly  from 
the  reservoir  instead  of,  as  at  present,  from  their  low  level  main.  On  the 
30th  Nov.,  1903,  the  Council  gave  the  Company  six  months’  notice  under 
Sect.  52  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  with  respect  to  Horsley  as  well 
as  Woodchester,  but  the  Company  have  not  as  yet  attempted  to  supply 
Horsley,  and  there  would  not  appear  to  be  any  probability  that  they  will 
do  so.  The  chief  supply  at  present  is  water  collected  from  a  series  of 
springs,  running  underground  with  open  dipholes  in  its  course,  and

liable  to  contamination  at  many  points.  The  proper  protection  and 
distribution  of  this  water  would  be  a  comparatively  simple  matter,  and 
one  which  might  well  be  done  by  voluntary  subscription,  if  no  other 
method  of  doing  the  work  were  practicable. 

With  respect  to  the  group  of  39  houses  at  Stonehouse  dependent  on 
water  flowing  through  a  roadside  ditch,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done. 
The  matter  was  again,  29th  September,  referred  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Parochial  Committee. 

I  understand  that  while  the  Local  Government  Board  have  approved 
generally  of  the  scheme  for  the  water  supply  of  Painswick,  formal 
approval  has  not  yet  been  received,  pending  their  decision  with  respect 
to  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  district  abounds  with  excellent  local  supplies  of  water,  which 
would  well  repay  a  little  more  attention  than  they  receive  in  protecting 
them  from  accidental  contamination.  During  the  past  five  and  a  half 
years  I  have  examined  126  samples  from  various  supplies  in  the  district. 
Those  beyond  the  reach  of  pollution  are  of  excellent  quality,  though 
somewhat  hard  ;  but  many  of  the  samples  show  signs  of  the  general 
contamination  by  existing  methods  of  refuse  disposal,  especially  where 
houses  are  close  together.  The  samples  from  the  Lias  Sands  are  on  the 
whole  more  polluted  than  those  from  the  Greater  Oolite,  and,  with  but 
few  exceptions,  those  from  the  gravel  on  the  Lower  Lias  are  grossly 
contaminated  and  unfit  for  use. 

The  number  of  water  certificates  granted  under  Sect.  6  of  the  Public 
Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  was  17. 

Table  B  gives  the  number  of  new  connections  made  with  the  Water 
Company’s  mains  in  each  parish  during  1905,  and  the  total  number  of 
connections.  This  information  has  been  kindly  given  by  the  Company’s 
local  representative. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

The  importance  of  the  milk  industry  in  Rural  Districts  is  increasing 
year  by  year,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  large  towns  and  the  necessity 
of  going  further  afield  for  the  supply  of  milk.  In  this  way  pressure  is 
gradually  being  brought  to  bear  to  improve  the  conditions  under  which 
this  important  foodstuff  is  produced — partly  by  direct  action  of  the  town 
Health  Authorities,  and  partly  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  the 
farmers.  In  this  district,  to  supplement  the  inspections  made  by  the 
Inspectors,  the  Council  decided  in  December  last  to  send  to  each  of  the 
milk  suppliers  in  this  district  a  copy  of  the  valuable  pamphlet  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  on  “Cleanliness  in  the  Dairy.” 
In  this  leaflet  the  “Sources  of  Bacterial  Contamination,  Cleanliness  in 
the  Management  and  Housing  of  Cows,  Cleanliness  in  Milking  and  the 
General  Importance  of  Cleanliness,”  are  dealt  with  in  a  practical  and 
commonsense  manner.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  read  carefully, 
and  that  the  suggestions  made  will  be  carried  into  practice. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  the 
inspection  of  slaughter  houses  is  carefully  carried  out,  and  improvements 
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effected  from  time  to  time.  I  would  again  suggest  that  applications 
made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Urban  Powers,  under  Sect.  169 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  ar,d  that  Bye  Laws  for  the  regulation  of 
slaughter  houses  should  be  adopted.  If  these  are  obtained  it  will  give 
the  Council  Power  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  unsuitable  places  as 
slaughter  houses  and  knacker’s  yards. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

On  the  15th  August,  1905,  the  Home  Office  issued  an  Order  under 
Sects.  107,  108  and  no  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  relating 
to  lists  of  outworkers  and  employment  in  unwholesome  premises.  This 
Order  extends — 

1.  — The  classes  of  work,  for  which  lists  of  outworkers  have  to 

be  sent  to  the  District  Council 

2.  — The  classes  of  work  which  must  not  be  given  out  as  home¬ 

work  in  places  where  there  is  infectious  disease. 

to  include  the  making  of  umbrella,  &c.  covers,  paper  bags  and  boxes, 
brushes  and  stuffed  toys. 

The  only  lists  of  outworkers  which  have  been  received  are  those 
from  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Stroud  and  the  Corporation  of  Bristol 
— all  of  home  work  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  But  it  would 
appear  from  this  new  Order  that  lists  of  outworkers  making  paper  boxes 
should  also  have  been  sent  by  certain  manufacturers  in  the  Rural 
District. 

No  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  any  houses 
of  outworkers. 

Various  notices  from  the  Factory  Inspector  requiring  improved  privy 
accommodation  have  been  received  and  attended  to.  The  summary  of 
the  actions  taken  by  the  Inspectors  will  be  found  in  their  reports. 


Anthrax. 

Four  outbreaks  of  anthrax— resulting  in  the  death  of  3  pigs  and 

2  cattle — occurred  in  this  district  during  1905,  and  were  dealt  with  by 
the  police.  The  total  number  of  outbreaks  during  the  past  6  years  is  7  : 
that  3  of  this  total  of  7  should  have  occurred  at  one  small  group  of 
cottages  (6  pigs  dying  of  the  disease)  would  indicate  that  something 
more  than  coincidence  accounts  for  the  selection  of  this  locality.  The 
interval  between  the  first  and  second  outbreak  was  2\  years,  and  between 
the  second  and  third,  2  years  and  10  months.  The  3  carcases  in  the  first 
outbreak  were  buried  in  lime  on  the  field  in  which  they  died,  while  the 

3  in  the  second  and  third  outbreaks  were  cremated.  It  is  known  that 
earth  worms  bring  buried  spores  to  the  surface,  and  it  is  possible  that  in 
this  way  the  second  and  third  outbreaks  were  caused  by  the  first.

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Infectious  Diseases. 


The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  comparative  immunity  from 
notifiable  infectious  disease,  a  record  minimum  number  of  33  cases 
having-  occurred.  This  is  the  second  year  in  which  no  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  were  notified.  The  2  cases  of  diphtheria  and  12  of  scarlet  fever  are 
the  lowest  numbers  recorded  since  the  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Diseases’ 
Notification  Act  in  December,  1889.  The  reason  for  this  immunity  is  in 
part  probably  the  fact  that  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  1899-1901 
exhausted  much  of  the  susceptible  material.  For  this  reason  it  is  not  to 
be  expected  that  this  immunity  will  continue,  as  a  susceptible  generation 
of  children  arises,  and  introductions  of  the  disease  occur  from  time  to 
time.  Even  so,  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that  the  better  provision  for 
isolating  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the  improved  methods  of  recognising 
diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever,  and  the  inspection  of  school  children,  will 
together  prevent  the  occurrence  of  extensive  epidemics  in  the  future. 
Systematic  inspection  of  schools  would  be  of  the  greatest  service  in  this 
direction. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  were  : —

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  sore  throats  were  prevalent  in  some 
parts  of  the  district,  and  swabs  taken  from  some  of  them  showed  the 
presence  of  suspicious  organisms  ;  but  only  one  case  of  diphtheria 
occurred.  I  advised  medical  practitioners  of  the  occurrence  of  these 
cases  in  order  that  they  might  be  on  the  outlook. 

During  1905  I  received  notices  from  Port  Medical  Officers  of  the 
advent  of  four  contacts  with  cases  of  small  pox.  They  were  kept  under 
observation.  All  four  had  been  re-vaccinated,  and  no  one  of  them 
developed  the  disease. 

The  condition  of  the  district  with  respect  to  vaccination  is  improving 
slowly.  While  between  1875  and  1885  the  percentage  successfully 
vaccinated  was  nearly  90,  in  1897  it  was  only  14*6%  of  births  ;  but  in 
succeeding  years  the  percentages  increased  to  39*1,  44*9,  38-8,  and  49*5, 
and  in  1902  (the  latest  year  on  which  I  have  information)  had  reached

Measles. 

This  disease  appeared  in  epidemic  form  between  January  and  May, 
1905,  and  was  the  cause  of  11  schools  being  closed  for  varying  periods. 
The  last  serious  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  1900.  From  information 
kindly  given  me  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  it  appears  that  the 
number  of  cases  amongst  children  attending  school  was  about  1,048 — 
789  children  over  5  years  of  age,  and  259  under  5  ;  but  while  the

percentage  of  school  children  under  5  was  1 1  *9,  the  percentage  of  cases 
in  children  under  this  age  was  25*1.  Further,  no  deaths  from  this 
disease  occurred  amongst  children  over  5  years,  all  nine  deaths  being  of 
infants  under  the  age  of  5  years.  In  this  outbreak,  therefore,  the  fatality 
of  measles  for  children  over  5  years  was  nil,  while  for  children  under  5 
(assuming  the  above  259  were  all  the  cases  that  occurred)  it  was  34*35 
per  1,000  cases.

Outbreak  of  Sickness  and  Diarrhcea. 

In  July  of  this  year  an  interesting  outbreak  of  sickness  and  diarrhoea 
occurred  in  an  institution  in  this  district.  Between  the  evening  of  the 
23rd  and  the  morning  of  the  24th,  20  out  of  28  persons  (chiefly  children) 
were  attacked.  All  the  circumstances  were  carefully  investigated,  and 
there  would  appear  to  be  little  doubt  but  that  this  was  an  outbreak  due 
to  food  poisoning.  A  table  of  all  the  foods  eaten  by  the  28  persons  was 
prepared,  from  which  it  was  shown  that  each  of  the  20  partook  of  a 
certain  dish  of  custard  and  ground  rice,  while  the  8  who  did  not  sicken 
did  not  eat  any  of  it.  The  custard  and  rice  were  made  on  the  21st,  and 
eaten  on  the  22nd  by  the  adults  in  the  Institution,  no  one  of  whom  was 
affected  ;  what  remained  was  given  to  the  children  on  the  23rd,  with  the 
above  result.  On  the  27th  I  took  from  some  of  the  patients  specimens 
of  blood,  which  were  kindly  examined  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Durham  (Cambridge) 
for  me  in  the  hope  that  we  might  be  able  to  discover  the  organism  which 
had  caused  the  trouble.  Unfortunately  most  of  Dr.  Durham’s  cultures 
had  died  during  his  absence  in  Brazil,  and  the  blood  specimens  would 
re-act  with  no  one  of  the  few  varieties  of  the  organism  he  now  has.  The 
result  is  therefore  negative.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  between  the 
evening  of  the  22nd  and  midday  of  the  23rd  this  dish  of  custard  and  rice 
became  inoculated  with  some  variety  of  the  enteritidis  organism,  which 
grew  on  so  suitable  a  medium.  The  resulting  outbreak  was  the  sequel. 
Fortunately  all  the  patients  recovered  within  a  week,  and  the  matter  was 
at  an  end. 


Vital  Statistics. 

My  estimates  for  the  population  of  the  district  at  the  middle  of  1905 
was  27,494.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  rate  of 
change  this  decennium  is  the  same  as  that  from  1891-1901.  No  infor¬ 
mation  is  available  whereby  I  can  check  this  estimate,  e.g.,  an  accurate

Births.

The  total  number  of  births  during  1905  was  555,  286  males  and  269 
females — a  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  20*2.  -This  is  a  slight 
increase  on  the  rate  in  1904  (19*6)  but  is  below  the  average  for  the 
preceding  10  years  (2 1  *9).  The  average  quinquennial  rates  have  fallen 
from  29-9  (1875-1880,  6  years)  to  20*3  (1901-1905),  see  Table  D.  The 
rates  for  individual  parishes  are  given  in  Table  C.  Horsley  is  the  parish 
with  the  highest  birth  rate  during  1905,  and  also  the  highest  average 
rate. 

The  illegitimate  births  during  1905  were  20  in  number,  3 '6%  of  total 
births.  The  percentages  during  previous  years  were  3 *3 ,  2^9,  and  2*2. 
The  percentage  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  (1891-1900)  was  4‘2. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1905  was 
335,  of  which  1  death  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  2  in  a  Sanatorium 
for  the  treatment  of  consumption,  were  of  persons  not  belonging  to  this 
District.  63  residents  from  this  District  died  in  Public  Institutions 
beyond  this  District  : —

The  nett  number  of  deaths  thus  becomes  395,  a  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  of  14*4 — the  highest  for  the  past  six  years,  and  ’5  above  the 
average  of  the  preceding  10  years.  This  high  rate  is  accounted  for  in 
great  measure  by  the  number  of  deaths  above  65  years  of  age,  which  is 
40  in  excess  of  the  number  in  1904  :  35  deaths  were  attributed  to  “old 
age.”

When  corrected  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
the  death  rate  becomes  i3'4:  that  similarly  corrected  for  the  Urban 
District  is  13*2,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  15*2. 

During  the  past  30  years  the  average  quinquennial  death  rate  has 
fallen  from  i8‘o  to  13*1  per  1,000  (see  Table  D). 

The  rates  (1905  and  average)  for  the  individual  parishes  will  be 
found  in  Table  C. 


Deaths  under  One  Year  of  Age. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was  47, 
a  death  rate  per  1,000  births  of  85  ;  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years 
being  92.  Of  the  total  47,  2  were  illegitimate  infants  ;  the  infantile 
mortality  for  this  group  (illegitimate  deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  births) 
is  thus  100,  the  rates  in  previous  years  being  167,  118  and  250 
respectively. 

The  average  infantile  mortality  has  fallen  from  136  in  1875-1880  to 
80  in  1901-1905. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  this  year  prescribed  an  additional 
form  for  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  distributing  these 
deaths  according  to  the  week  and  month  of  age,  and  according  to 
disease  (see  Table  V.). 


The  death  rate  from  tubercular  diseases  during  1905  was  1  *24,  almost 
exactly  the  same  rate  as  in  1904,  but  above  the  average  annual  rate  for 
1891-1901  ( 1  ’02). 

The  malignant  disease  death  rate  was  1*42,  the  rate  in  previous 
years  being  i*i6,  *76  and  *94,  and  the  average  for  1891-1901,  *915. 


Uncertified  Deaths. 


The  number  of  deaths  not  certified  by  a  medical  certificate  was  34, 
8’6%  of  total  deaths.  Inquests  were  held  in  27  cases  (6‘8%  of  total 
deaths)  ;  the  juries  returned  verdicts  of  death  from  natural  causes  in 
14  cases,  and  accidental  death  in  13. 


In  7  cases  no  inquests  were  held,  the  ascribed  causes  of  death

Rainfall  for  1905.

Mr.  Sibly  remarks  that  March,  August  and  November  were  abnor¬ 
mally  wet,  June  was  average,  and  that  otherwise  1905  was  a  very  dry 
year.  Dr.  H.  R.  Mill  says,  in  his  Annual  Report  on  Rainfall,  that  tli 
year  1905  was  exceptionally  dry,  the  general  deficiency  being  17%  (57 
inches). 

Appended  are  the  tables  of  statistics  as  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  increased  this  year  by  the  interesting  and  useful 
table  (V)  on  infantile  mortality.
